County Schools Urged to Pledge 


Tax Cut if Assessments Rise 


Only Way to Alleviate Doubts in School 
Levy Elections Next Month, Superin- 
tendent Vossbrink Says. 


Public schoo! officials of. St. 
Louis county expressed confi- 
dence today that county school 
boards would pledge themselves 
to lower their tax rates in the 
event the State Tax Commission 
carries out its intention to issue 
a formal order this summer 
raising real estate assessments 
in the county about $279,000,000 
this year. 


George W. Vossbrink. county 
superintendent of schools, said 
he was certain a common pat- 
tern in this regard would be fol- 
lowed by county schools. 


“It is only fair to the citizens 
for their boards of education to 
state that rates will be lowered 
if their assessments are in- 
creased,” he said. “This is a 
way to alleviate the doubts and 
indecision that many people may 
feel in voting on school tax 
levies next month.” 

The Ferguson and Webster 
Groves school boards already 


they will lower the tax rate if 
assessments are increased after 
the rates are certified to the 
county clerk. Others who are 
considering similar pledges are 
Bayless, Hancock, Affton, Mehl- 
ville, Berkeley, Brentwood, La- 
due, R-8 and Wellston.

The West German Bundesrat 
(upper house) cast an over- 
whelming 29 to 9 vote today for 
the key Paris treaty ending the

Because no objection was 
raised, three other Patfis pacts 
were approved in the Bundesrat 
without a vote. They would per- 
mit Allied troops to remain in 
West Germany and admit the 
Bonn republic to the seven-na- 
tion Western European Union 
and the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. 

The final Paris agreement—to 
put the German-speaking Saar 
under international control while 
leaving it linked economically 
to France—squeaked through the 
upper house. The Bundesrat 
vote was 21 to 17, paralleling the 
263 to 202 approval in the 
Bundestag.

Spotlight on France 


The Bundesrat action put the 
spotlight squarely on France, 
whose Senate begins debate on 
the treaties next Wednesday.

Approval also has been given 
by the Parliaments of Britain, 
Canada, Greece, Iceland, Italy, 
Norway, Portugal and Turkey.

Dulles disagreed with sugges- 
tions that publication of the 
Yalta papers would make future 
diplomacy more difficult among 
national leaders. 

He said three volumes of per- 
sonal-memoirs already had been 
published by major participants 
in the Yalta conference. Having 
survived these three major 
hazards of publication, he said, 
he doubted whether a fourth 
publication would make future

manganese processing plant 
near Batesville, Ark. 

Insists Watch Was Adequate. 

Young, president of American 
Zinc Lead and Smelting’ Co., 
was deputy administrator of the 
defense materials agency from 
1951 until May 1953. He has 
insisted the Government kept 
adequate watch over progress at 
the plant, construction of which 
was shut down in February 
1953, when 80 per cent com- 
pleted, after $2,800,000 of the 
federal loan had been spent. 

The memorandum, prepared 
by Ford’s assistant, Arthur 
Sherman, cited various delays 
that had hampered negotiations 
with Westmoreland, which was 
to produce and sell to the Gov- 
ernment 264,000 tons of 46 per 


cent manganese over a six-year 
period. |

AWARDED ATOMIC 
PLANE CONTRALT 


Air Force Now Will 
Have Six Companies 
Working on Propul- 
sion or Air Frames. 


WASHINGTON, March 18 
(AP)—The Air Force disclosed 
yesterday that a sixth contract 
in the program for development 
of an atomic powered airplane 
has been awarded. 

It said the Curtiss-Wright 
Corp. “is participating under 
United States Air Force contract 
in design studies for the applica- 
tion of atomic power to the pro- 
pulsion of aircraft.” 

Officials declined to elaborate 
on that statement. Contracts have 
been in existence for several 
years with Boeing, Consolidated- 
Vultee and Lockheed for devel- 
opment of an air frame to be 
used with an atomic engine, and 
with Pratt & Whitney and Gen- 
eral Electric for development of 
an atomic power plant. 

The airframe project of Boeing 
and the engine project of Pratt 
& Whitney have been co-ordi- 
nated, as have those for Convair 
and General Electric. 

Air Force spokesmen were un- 
able to say whether the new 
Curtiss-Wright contract would be 
related to that of Lockheed's 
airframe development project, as 
was the case in the first four 
contracts. 


Speculation has been that an/ . 


experimental atomic powered 
plane may be ready for flight 
within a few years. Hall L. Hib- 
bard, engineering vice president 
of Lockheed, said a year ago 
that he expected nuclear-pow- 
ered military planes within ten 
years. 

The first of such military 
craft, he thought, would be 
strategic bombers of supersonic 
speed. If the project was merely 
to use an existing airplane, like 
a B-36 bomber or a C-124 trans- 
port, an atomic engine probably 
could be déveloped and installed 
within two or three years, some 
experts estimate. 

The primary value of an 
atomic plane would be its vir- 
tually unlimited range and high 
speed for long periods of time.

LAWYER GETS YEAR IN JAIL 
FOR CONTEMPT IN FHA INQUIRY 


WASHINGTON, March 18 (AP) 
—United States District Judge 
F. Dickinson Letts yesterday 
ruled Abraham Traub, New York 
lawyer, was guilty of criminal 
contempt for failure to produce 
records requested by a grand 
jury. He sentenced Traub to a 
year in jail. 

Letts refused to grant bail 
pending an appeal. Traub’s coun- 
sel said the bail question would 
be taken up with the court of 
appeals. 

The grand jury is investigat- 
ing the conduct of the Federal 
Housing program to determine 
whether there have been viola- 
tions of law. Traub, attorney for 
large real estate interests, was 
directed to bring in records 
showing fees received by him 
from 1947 to 1953. 


MOSCOW SAYS U.S, REFUSED 
TO GIVE VISAS TO DELEGATION 


LONDON, March 18 (AP)— 
The Moscow radio complained 
yesterday that the United States 
State Department has refused 
visas for a Soviet delegation te 
attend an annual national con- 
vention of the United States In- 
stitute of Radio Engineers. 

The broadcast said the insti- 
tute had extended an invitation 
to the Soviet Ministry of Com- 
munications to send representa- 
tives. It said the refusal of 
visas was “another manifesta- 
tion of the policy of hampering 
international co-operation in sci- 
ence and culture.”

Federal and state funds allo- 
cated for construction of ex- 
pressways in St. Louis are going 
to be expended goon or not at 
all, Edwin M. Clark, president 
of Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co. and member of Civic Prog- 
ress Inc., said today. 

He was the second witness at 
a hearing before the aldermanic 
streets and sewers committee 
on a bill to fix the city route of 
the proposed Mark Twain Ex- 
pressway in accordance with rec- 
ommendations of the Missouri 
State Highway Commission.) 

Alderman Edgar J. Feely, 
chairman of the committee, lim- 
ited proponents and opponents 
of the route to fiye minutes 
each. 

The hearing room was crowded 
with more than 200 persons, 
many of whom apparently were 
homeowners who would be’ 
forced to move because of the 
proposed route. 


Comment on Another City. 

Clark said the western half of 
the state—apparently a _ refer- 
ence to Kansas City—was mak- 


jing great progress and had of-| 
fered to buy expressway rights- | 
of-way with any state and fed- | 
eral funds that went unused in 
St. Louis for that purpose. 

“Members of Civic Progress 
are doing all they can, without 
compensation, to make St. Louis 
a great city and to halt the exo- 
dus to the suburbs, but no city 
can survive without freeways 
into the hub of the wheel,” he 
said. 

Clark was preceded by Mayor 
Raymond R. Tucker who also 
urged’ the aldermen to report 
the bill out favorably. He listed

sideration of express highways. | about

In Yalta Papers but Feel Their 
Release Hurts U.S. Diplomacy 


Personal Remarks by Big Three Leaders 
Viewed as Source of Embarrassment

ELEASE of.the Yalta papers was viewed by newspapers with 
more concern about possible harm to American relations with 
friendly allies than with the material contained in the docu-' 


ments. In fact, most editors agreed that the papers contained 
little that was not previously known except relatively unimportant 
details about the conference and personal remarks by the Big 
Three leaders that may prove embarrassing today. Some news- 


papers criticized the method and

for publication. Following are excerpts from editorials of repre- 


sentative newspapers around the 

Washington Post and Times 
Herald — Publication of the 
Yalta papers reopens old wounds 
and opens a lot of new ones. 
The papers show no secret en- 
gagements whatsoever. lger 
Hiss is revealed not as a “princi- 
pal architect” of anything, but 
as a technician working among 
other technicians by the side of 
the American members of the 
Big Three. The main addition to 
what has long been known is a 
series of verbal indiscretions by 
the Yalta principles. ... 


Our diplomacy in the world 
has suffered a damaging blow. 
That is the prime result of the 
disclosures. It is a common 
courtesy that when parties en- 
gage in a negotiation, the con- 
sent of the parties concerned 
must be obtained prior to any 
publicity. Sir Winston Churchill 
is reported as having withheld 
his consent. London is today 
rumbling with perturbation and 
é€ven anger. It would be silly to 
expect that we shall be forgiven 
on the ground that publication 
was unavoidable because of a 
leak. What must we now face? 
The diplomacy of Britain—and 
indeed of other countries—will 
now tend to keep its fingers 
crossed and a bridge on its 
tongue when it enters into con- 
versation with ours. In other 
words, it will be inhibited in fu- 
ture relations with America. 
The loss to the confidence that 
should subsist between. allies 
could be incalculable. 

This does not mean that diplo- 
matic negotiations of the mo- 
mentous character of, the Yalta 
conference should kept in 
darkness. Far from it. Where- 
ever engagements are entered 
into, even if they are executive 
in nature and do not involve 
the treaty-making power,, they 
should be made public. Further- 
more, our Government should 
not bind itself beforehand to se- 
cret commitments. Covenants 
in our kind of world should be 
open; but we have now had 
enough experience since Presi- 
dent Wilson’s day to realize the 
disastrous consequences of ar- 
riving at those covenants openly, 
let alone of publishing all the 
memoranda of conversations 
without the common consent. 

Hartford Courant—Three men, 
fnto whose hands had fallen the 
greatest concentration of power 
knowm in world history, tried to 
reorganize the world. Events 
since that time testify that they 
failed. And the transcripts now 
made known, baldly exposing 
the considerations that underlay 
many of the concessions since 
shown to have been futile and 
dangerous, do nothing to soften 
that realization. Indeed, consid- 
ering the reaction abroad to the 
doubtful wisdom of publishing 
something better left to the his- 
torians, the whole thing then 
and now has not smoothed our 
path into the future... . 

It is the naive belief that all 
problémsehave some easy solu- 
tion that leads to large gambles 
like Yalta. Its defenders main- 
tain that everything would have 
been all right if the Soviet 
Union had lived up to its 
promises. That is not true, for 
nothing can justify some of the 
deals made there in the belief 
that they would end all our 
troubles. But such errors as 
there were at Yalta were com- 
pounded by other decisions 
made far from the conference 
table — such as the one-sided 
disarmament in the United 
States of 1945-46, and our un- 
willingness than and even since 
to pursue consistent policies 
abroad. The Yalta documents 
can be useful if they teach that 
realism, principle, and a knowl- 
edge of historic experience 
count more in international re- 
lations than trying to make the 
world conform to your own 
ideas.

of World War II. Both Presi- 
dents, in their different ways, 
were intellectually arrogant. 
Both Presidents were obsessed 
with the notion that a world 
organization—the League. of Na- 
tions—was worth any sacrifice 
that it might cost to bring it 
into being and that it could 
save the world from future 
wars. 

The importance of the Yalta 
record lies precisely in the warn- 
ing it gives of the folly of 
America’s diplomacy before fwo 
World Wars. Anyone who scans 
the pages cannot escape the 
realization that by the time of 
Yalta, the game was already all 
but lost. If Roosevelt had some- 
how managed in this last of his 
conferences to repudiate the 
horrible blunders he had made 
in the earlier ones, our country

No Pronouncements 
but His Denial of 
Red Ties Is Clearly

ALE UNIVERSITY 1s stand- 
ing behind Dr. John Punnett 
Peters in his pending Su- 
preme Court fight to establish 
that a government board’s find- 
ing of reasonable doubt as to his 
loyalty was the product of gross- 
ly unconstitutional procedure. 
Dr. Peters, senior professor 


of medicine at Yale, was fired as | 


part-time consultant to the De- 
partment of Health, Welfare and 
Education in June, 1953, on rec- 
ommendation of a loyalty review 
board, but his work at Yale has 
gone on uninterrupted. 

University officials have cau- 
tiously refrained from any offi- 
cial pronouncements on the case. 
It is clear, however, that the 
university is accepting Dr. 
Peter’s sworn statements that he 
has never been a Communist or 
any other type of subversive in 
preference to secret information 
supplied the loyalty board by 
persons whose identities were 
not disclosed in hearings and all 
of whose identities were not 
known even to the board itself. 

No Change in Status. 

It has been learned that the 
university administration feels 
that Dr. Peters’s regular faculty 
status need not be changed in 
any way because of what it re- 
gards as the inconclusive nature 
of the charges against him. 

Thus, his friends say, Dr. 
Peters goes about his research, 
clinical and teaching duties at 
the university secure in the loy- 
alty of his friends and his asso- 
ciates, 

Outwardly, he appears uncon- 
cerned that he is the central 
figure of the most significant 
case dealing with the govern- 
ment security program which 
has come before the Supreme 
Court. Pie 

Inwardly, he is described as 
aggressively determined that the 
Supreme Court shall strike down 
the Government’s practice of 
pinning the badge of disloyalty 
on one of its employes without 
giving the individaul the right 
to confront and cposs-examine 
his accusers. 

Under present plans, the Su- 
preme Court will.not be asked 
to go into the merit of the 
charges against Dr, Peters. The 
question the court will be asked 
to decide is whether, following 
a loyalty board hearing, which 
produced only favorable evi-

Cleared Twice Previously. 

Dr. Peters twice haa been 
cleared in loyalty inquiries prior 
to the adverse findings in 1953 
by the Civil Service Loyalty Re- 
view Board. The first clearance 
was in 1949, the second in 1952. 


Loyalty hearings are secret. 
The secrecy is incumbent on all 
the principals and counsel for the 
attorneys and the government. 
Hence, the specific charges are 
not made public. 


In Dr. Peters’s case, however, 
it is known that the charges 
covered purported membership 
in the. Communist party, spon- 
sorship of certain petitions, af- 
filiation with various organiza- 


tions which now, presumably, are 


designated as ‘*front” groups 
and alleged association with 


members of, 


or sympathizers 


with, the Communist party. 


In his defense, Dr. Peters, 
under oath, testified as to his 
political beliefs, his firm alle- 
giance to democratic principles 
of government and the Consti- 


tution of the United States. 


He 


set out his motives for signing 


various petitions 


which were 


made the subjects of the pur- 
ported charges. He explained 
the circumstances surrounding 
membership in certain organiza- 


dence, a person may be adjudged 
ineligible for government serv- 
ice and dismissed from non- 


tions which were not treated by 
the board. 

Dr. Peters denied specifically 
and affirmatively that he had 
ever been a member of the Com- 
munist party and testified at 
length to his disbelief in the 
doctrine of overthrow of the 
Government by force. He re- 
iterated publicly expressed con- 
victions which were described as 
specifically inconsistent with 
those of a Communist. 


He was supported by testi- 
mony and affidavits from more 
than 40 persons, including 
Charles W. Seymour, former 
president of Yale; a 
Long, former dean of the Yale 
Medical School, ,and Judge 
Charles E. Clark of the United 
States Court of Appeals for the 
Second Circuit. 


No Witnesses Appeared. 


The Government produced no 
witnesses against him. 

The board did not know 
whether all of the secret in- 
formation it was relying on had 
been given under oath. These 
facts are concealed by the De- 
partment of Justice in its brief 
in the Peters case before the 
Supreme Court.

As a full professor, Dr. Peters 
is a member of the traditional 
ruling group of the university, 
but as a full professor in an en- 
dowed chair, the John Slade Ely 
Chair in Medicine, he is in a 
special class, salary-and-prestige- 
wise. 

His classes at Yale are unique.

Sitting It Out 7 
St. Louis county officials have decided to sit 
éut the problem of reassessing real estate to 
conform to the State Tax Commission's decision 
that valuations should be Increased to 30 per 
cent of market value. , 
This is not a very herole posture, but the coun- 
ty officials evidently consider it t6 be the safest 
One politically. Obviously, they hope that one of 


two things will now happen: that either (1) the | 


problem will go away; or (2) somebody else, 
namely the County Board of Equalization, will 
have to face it. ‘ 

Only one elective courity official sits on the 
equalization board; the other three members are 
appointed, and can hold no other county office. 

In deciding on this coutse of resolute inactivi- 
ty, the county officials say that there is not time 
to make a detailed reassessment of every piece 
of property this year, and that a blanket increase 
of @very piece of property “would compound 
any inequities which now exist.” 

This is interesting for its guarded admission 
that inequities may exist. We would be almost 
willing to bet that they do, and that the fear of 


exposing these inequities to the lively curiosity . 


of the taxpayers is the real reason for the extra- 
ordinary exhibiton of foot-draggng now playing 
at the Clayton Courthouse. 

But granting that time is inadequate for a 
piece-by-piece revaluation this year, still there is 
no reason why a@ blanket increase should “com- 
pound” inequities if all the taxing officials do 
what they ought to do—that is, reduce tax rates 
by the same ratio as assessments are increased. 
If tax rates come down a8 assessments go up, 
every taxpayer will continue to pay under the 
new assessinefits just what he would pay under 
the old assessments. Any inequities between 
them would likewise be the same in both cases. 

The great danger in the county’s decision is 
that tax rates will not be adjusted to compen- 
sate fully for the higher assessments. By pass- 
ing the buck to the county equalization board, 
the Courthouse officials are runhing a risk that 
these events will enste: 

(1) the state commission, making good on its 
well advertised intention, will order the county 
equalization board in July to incfease valuations; 

(2) taxing bodies will then lack the time or le- 
gal authority which they now possess to reduce 
their rates by an equivalent amount; and 

(3) next fall’s tax bills, applying old rates to 
new assessments, will show enormous tax in- 
creases, perhaps as high as 60 per cent. 

If the county officials want to move a grade A 
political cyclone inte the Courthouse, all they 
need do is té let the third event happen. If it 
does happen, there will be no doubt as to where 
the responsibility lies. It will lie with those offi- 


. cials who are now deciding to sit the assessment 


problem out instead of facing up to it.

Where has the water gone? What are 
we going to do when the well runs dry? 

We have watched 
disappear. It 
World War and has continued ever since 
during wet seasons and dry hot ones. 

Small towns and big towns and vil- 
lages and farmers are crying for water. 
A great share of the Middle West can- 
not stand three weeks without rain. 

We must prepare to store our share 
of the world’s supply. If we do not, 
we must suffer the co uence. 

It is true we have not had sufficient 
rainfall during the last couple years for 
crops and other uses but it is also true 
that we should have had sufficient re- 
serves on hand at least to provide for 
livestock and human consumption. 

We have drained marshes and lakes’ 
and cut timber to rush eres water 
from the Midwest to the Gulf. 

We made a 1400mile drive in Mis- 
souri awhile ago—down the western 
edge of the state to the vicinity of Jop-

lin. Then east over to the Arcadia val- 
ley, north to Lagr and back to 
Chillicothe. And we some driving 


in between these points, 

Nowhere was there afy water. The 
creeks dry, the ditches dry and the 
small rivers dry. Large rivers pitifully 
low, ‘except for the Missouri and the 
Mississippi. Evidence of high water in 
these two is not anything to rejoice 
over. It should serve to cause.alarm. 


High on Wheat, Low on Water 


These dry years may be likened to 
the small town’s fire-whistle warhing of 


a fire in the city. Or perhaps the alarm -

Future Up to This Generation 


Can we do anything about it? The 
answer is yes, but it involves much 
planning, much work, a big expense 
months and months of legislation an 
finally about 10 years’ time. Future 
civilization depends on what this gener- 
ation e have been more than 
50 years getting our water reserves in 
the drea shape they are in—perhaps 
nearer a hundred years, although it is 
only in the last 85 to 50 years that we 
have gone completely haywire. And we 
can’t replace them in a year or two. 

Farm ponds will help and are helping 
tremendously but there cannot be 
enough of them. We have talked to 
many farmers as to how their wells hold 
up when several ponds are in evidence 
and évery one reports ho difficulty. 

But farm ponds must of necessity be 
Planned for atcessible areas and to 
sérve a humber of purposes, only one 
of which is water conservation. 

Another thing that should be made 
very clear here is that it is not alto- 

ér the farmer’s job to preserve our 
water. That job belongs to every man, 
woman and child in America. 

Nature has endowed us with an annu- 
al rainfall of more than five times 
enough to raise a crop. But she intend- 
ed that this water soak into and store 
itself in the earth. 


*‘Let’s Face the Facts’ 


Water “travels” in the soil. In the 

spring of '54 after no rainfall for many 
months, springs ahd sfnall streams in 
the Midwest started running water. A 
geologist advanced the thought the 
moisture cathe from melting snows in 
the Rocky Mountain area. 
_ It is a long way from the Rockies to 
the Missouri valley but it could happen. 
Farmers for the first time in many 
months did not have to haul water. 

Let’s face the facts. Let’s admit we 
have been too thercenary, that we have 
spoiled our great country for the com- 
ing géferations, 

Let’s start it back on the road to re- 
lets forget the doll

When the giant mushroom rose out 

of Hiroshima, men everywhere felt a 

sudden emotional shock compounded of 

fear and guilt. Was this more critical 
among those men who conceived or 
developed the A-bomb itself? In “The 

Hound of Earth,” Vance Bourjaily ex- 

amines the psychological imbalances he 

believes possible in such a man. 

Dr. Allerd Pennington perfects a 
small segment of the bomb, the end 
product being a secret withheld even 
from him. The 
Hiroshima holo- 
caust leaves him 
shattered emotion- 
ally, guilt-ridden 
and = disillusioned. 
Deserting his wife, 
children and as- 
signment, Penning- 
ton. vanishes. Fear- 
ing this indicates 
betrayal of state 
secrets, the FBI 
tries desperately to 
locate and coliere 
him. Meanwhile, 
Pennington drifts 
aimlessly from one 
place to another, encountering in the 
process a series of off-beat Americans. 
The most notable of these is a psycho- 
pathic Indian with a mad plan for re- 
conquering the United States. 

The main story opens seven years 
later in the 7 department of a large 
store during the holiday season, The 
staff is composed of a number of di- 
verse and disturbed people. They won- 
der in common, however, about the 
new stock man, Al Barker, soft-spoken 
and extensively educated, obviously 
overqualified for the job (Dr. Penning- 
ton, of course). 

Barker-Pennington becomes father, 
doctor and general wound-licker for his 
associates, including an alcoholic Santa 
Claus and several intense young women 
with unconventional love problems. He 
performs these services reluctantly 
since for years he has punished himself 
by rejec human relatio wher- 
ever possible. Now, however, his heart 
proves to be stronger than his will and 
he is irresistibly involved with these 
people, trapped by the “Hound of 
Earth,” his own humanity, 

Whether the author has achieved a 
believable individual in Dr. Pennington 
is questionable. “Different men protest 
in different ways,” the scientist says. 
His Own appears not merely diffcrent 
but virtually unique. Can we accept 
the premise that this man, appalled b 
the deed in which he has participated, 
could sacrifice everything he loved, by- 
pass suicide, and condemn lf to 
live forever in a sort of social vacuum? 
This reader would think not. True, 
Pennington is described as an extraor- 
dinary man and may require a psycho- 
logical yardstick o cutenoreiienty di- 
mensions, 

The author exercises a masterful 
control over dialogue and maintains @ 
brisk narrative pace. It is unfortunate 
so much of the novel rests on a shaky 
premise.

Cain, a conservative Republi- 
can and former Senator from 
the state of Washington, made 
his suggestion in an address to 
the seventh annual Conference 
on Civil Liberties, held here un- 
der the auspices of the National 
Civil Liberties Clearing House. 


His speech deploring certain 
aspects of the administration 
of the loyalty-security program 
in government employment 
ame after the conference re- 
ceived a message from Presi- 
dent Eisenhower in which the 
Chief Executive said that the 
United States must be “especi- 
ally vigilant to preserve and in- 
sure the freedom and equality 
of all our people” and at the 
same time maintain a strict se- 
curity program. 

Cites New Problems. 

The President said that the 
“present world struggle has 
posed for us new problems of 
defense against infiltration, es- 
pionage and sabotage.”’ He added 
that “we are determined to pro- 
vide maximum = safeguards 
against such subversive activi- 
ties.” 


“In times such as these,” the 
President continued, “the cause 
of liberty demands that we be’ 
especially vigilant to preserve 
and insure the freedom and 
equality of all our people. I am 
confident that in both these ef- 
forts we can succeed.” 

In his speech today, Cain dis-

vocate refinements and policy 
changes in the loyalty-security 
system which the future may re- 
quire. 


Cain said he could think of no 
sounder roach to improve- 
ment of the security system than 
through “a detached and dis- 
tinguished nonpartisan commis- 
sion,” perhaps to be known as 
the national internal security 
council. 


Divorce ftom Politics. 


“A simple announcement that 
a commission is to be established 
would signify that the marriage 
between security and politics has 
been annuled,” Cain said. 


There should be room on the 
commission for former Presi- 
dents Herbert Hoover and Har- 
ry S. Tfuman, Cain continued, 
along with rétired judges of the 
higher courts and national lead- 


-ers both in and out of Con- 


gress.

We did all this in an 
agonizing and amazing effort to 
conquer the unknown and keep 
our liberties. In having done 
both, is it not practical, humane 
and desirable to forget the past 
before 1947 so that we may do 
a better job of going forward 
from there and from now?” 

Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell is now seek to list 
the National Lawyers Guild as 
the legal mouthpiece for Com- 
munism in this country, Cain 
noted. He added that if he had 
been an enterprising law school 
undergraduate or a Negro lawyer 
in the late 1930s, he probably 
would have joined it. 

“The American Bar Associ- 
ation of that period did not ad- 
mit Negroes to membership nor 
did it provide any limited mem- 
bership for the undergraduate 
who sought a close association 
with his legal elders,” he said. 
“Had I joined (the National 
Lawyers’ Guild) and then re- 
signed before 1945, should I now 
be held suspect and penalized 
for having been ambitious in my 
youth?” 

Use of Fifth Amendment. 

Cain referred to the Fifth 
Amendment guarantee that a 
person may not be compelled to 
testify against himself as “a 
bulwark of freedom.” 

Criticizing “some in author- 


ity” who use the term “Fifth 
Amendment Communist,” Cain 
said that “we should be less 
concerned by the few who hide 
behind the privilege without 


justification and much more con- 
cerned by those who trifle with 
and prostitute its significance.” 

“When some in authority re- 
fer to Fifth Amendment Com- 
munists,” he said, “I shuddder 
because of the lack of under- 
standing and power for destruc- 
tive evil which is inherent in 
those statements. 

“Those who use ‘Fifth Amend- 
ment’ as an adjective of disap~ 
probation modifying the noun 
‘Communist’ are as guilty of dis- 
respect for the Constitution as 
any Communist could be.”

E tieft Marseilles early 
Monday morning and had 
to wind through such nar- 
roads between the high 


row 
walls surrounding’ the various 
properties that the authorities 
kept large trucks from going 
ahead of us so that we would 
not get tied up in a slow traffic 


line. So, we arrived rather 
quickly at Camp Grand Arenas 
where the Jewish families from 
Morocco and their children are 
accommodated until the next 
boat comes to take them on to 
Israel. 


The usual stay for the young- 
sters at this camp is from eight 
to 10 days. Conditions are not 
luxurious but they are sanitary, 
and thought is given to the var- 
ious dietary requirements. There 
is a special room for preparing 
the small children’s meals. 

The camp personnel is re- 
cruited in part from Israel and 
in part from Marseilles and an 
effort is made to try to run a 
program that will keep every- 
one fairly busy. There is an in- 
firmary and a little hospital at 
the camp and we saw innumer- 
able children with the measles. 
As many as three in one fam- 
ily suffered from measles and 
that meant that either the moth- 
er or the father sat with the 
ill children all day while the 
other parent watched over those 
who were well in the barracks.

Slight Dizziness 


By Dr. Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


| Jou GILBERT came in the office the other day com- 


plaining of a touch of dizziness. Though more than a 

touch of dizziness seems to be afflicting our world, it 
certainly upsets a man when things seem to totter, even 
momentarily. 

As Jim put it, “I feel fine when_I wake up. Then I 
get out of bed and things sway a bit for a moment. It 
happens again when I straighten up from lacing my shoes. 
‘What's wrong, doctor? Am I about to have a stroke? Is my 
blood pressure acting up?” 

Like most men past middle-age, and especially those 
who have been healthy most-of their lives, Jim is half- 
expecting some health catastrophe. He’d be the last to 
admit it, but the thought of sicknes§ and disability bothers 
‘him and. maybe scares him a little. It’s hard to realize 
that your body is changing and may not be in quite the 
perfect shape it was 20 or 30 years ago. 

, x * * 

.A THOROUGH EXAMINATION revealed nothing 

alatming. Jim’s blood pressure was normal for his age. 
‘Everything checked out in good shape. Jim simply had a 
‘symptom of his body’s slower ability to adjust to changes 
din position. 
, This mild, quickly-passing form of dizziness happens 
to many older people. They notice it particularly after 
suddenly standing up or quickly straightening from a bent- 
‘over position. It lasts only a few seconds or less. 

It happens because of a change in your body’s ability 
‘to. adapt quickly. Throughout your life, your body must 
‘adjust constantly to changes in position, in temperature and 
‘other changes, Your body has built-in controls to maintain 
.nérmal blood pressure, for inStance, in the brain despite 
‘your position, whether lying down, sitting or standing. 

Your blood pressure normally is lowest while you are 
reclining. It rises when you sit up and rises still more 
when you stand. These blood pressure changes are a part 
‘of your body’s ability to compensate for the greater work 
-needed to pump blood when your head is up and your 
‘legs down. 

These pressure changes are simple compared to the 
infinitely more complicated chemical changes needed to 
‘keep your body functioning in health. . 


x *« * 

AS YOU BECOME OLDER, there tends to be a slight 
‘delay in the blood pressure adjustment. You sense it as 
a slight dizziness when you suddenly get up or straighten 
up. It isn’t serious and should not alarm you. 

It might well remind you that you need to be a little 
‘more deliberate’ and avoid sudden physical strains as you 
‘become older. 

Of course, if you feel so dizzy that you cannot keep 
your balance, especially if it continues or happens re- 
peatedly without obvious cause, you ought to seek med- 
ical attention. 

Actually, dizziness isn’t a word with any fixed mean- 
ing. People use it to describe feelings all the way from 
slight uncertainty in balance to the extreme of surroundings 
‘seeming to whirl around and the feeling of being thrown to 
the floor. 

Several of the new medicines used to control high 
blood pressure reverse the normal sequence of pressure 
changes with position. While taking such medicines, ‘the 
‘blood pressure is lowest when standing.’ In that case, a 
feeling of dizziness while standing may,indicate that the 


‘dose of medicine should be cut down a little. That is a 
‘good reason for people taking such medicines to report 
dizziness to their physicians.

vehicle for teaching the Bible. 

It is ‘The Gospel Boat” and 
he is the Rev. Maurice N. Riv- 
ard; he’s come a long way and 
he’s got a long way to go. 

His aim is to take his preach- 
ing to the watery and mysteri- 
ous reaches of the Louisiana 
bayou country, where a man has 
to be tough to survive and where 
few strangers are ever accepted, 
and where the bayou folks have 
a law of their own. . , 

He will go into that area with 
his Bible, a machete, his reli- 
gious training and a .snake-bite 
kit. He will take a rifle, faith, 
and his family, and he’s going to 
dedicate his life to the job of 
preaching there. This has been 
his goal for many years, and he 
has surmounted many obstacles. 
Plenty of problems remain, but 
he doesn’t have the slightest 
doubt that. he will succeed. 

“That's where I’m needed.” 
said the Rev. Mr. Rivard. His 
qualifications are many, and 
would certainly seem to bear 
out his feeling that if anybody 
can do the job down there he’s 
the man who can do it. 

His background reads like an 
adventure story. He has lived 
in the Indian country near Hud- 
son Bay. He has been with th 
Army Engineers in the tropi 
He was a free-lance commercial 
pilot in South America for seven 
years, as hard-bitten as the next 


one of that necessarily savvy: 


crew. 

Then, 14 years ago, when he 
was 30 years old, he felt a call 
to church work; to religion. He 
walked into a Chicago mission 
and said so. The girl he was to 
marry was among the group of 
church workers who welcomed 
him that night.

FTER they were married 
A they worked together for 

years aS missionaries in the 
Kentucky backwoods, where one 
of their two children was born. 
The Rev. Mr. Rivard took time 
off to study religion formally. 
Last June he was ordained as a 
minister of the Association of 
Fundamental Mijnisters and 
Churches, Inc., which is non- 
denominational. 

He is a French-Canadian, 
spoke nothing but French un- 
til he was 10 years old, and is 
headed for French - speaking 
country back in the bayous. The 
“Gospel Boat” came here from 
Chicago, in distance, but in time 
it represents 14 years of work 
and hope fof the Rivards, This 
is how it came about. 

“Because I am of French de- 
cent, it seemed natural to me to 
be called to work among. other 
people of French descent,” the 
Rev. Mr. Rivard said. He had 
heard a great need for religious 
workers existed far back in that 
Louisiana country where very 
few, if any, preachers have 
worked on any permanent basis. 
He drove down some,time ago to 
check this out. He drove far 
south of New Orleans. Then he 
went as far as any boat would 
take him, to a place called Point 
a la Hache—or “Point of the 


“They live hard down there,” 
he said, with only a trace of 
accent—it comes out faintly in 
a “dey” instead of “they.” The 
bayou people live by fishing, 
shrimping and trapping. Some 
pull Spanish moss and sell it. 
“They’re a breed that are leary 
of strangers.” 

But they didn’t seem too leary 
of the sincere man who spoke 
fluent French and wanted to 
know if a preacher was needed 
who would go to these people 
back in the bayous. He became 
satisfied a great need existed. 

His boat was obtained at cost. 
It’s only 19 feet long with a 
seven-foot beam, and he’s thank- 
ful for it. It was purchased 
with donations from many 
churches whose members had 
heard of the Rivards’ dedicated 
task.

HE Rev. Mr. Rivard, al- 
T though skilled with engines,

at several services and there 
were contributions. 

Sometimes the food, cooked 
on a tiny burner, ran low but 
each time funds came from 
somewhere. The Gospel Boat 
bucked snow and sleet.

-however, stayed busy thinking 


up games for them, and fre- 
quent exercise periods ashore 
were the order of every day. Al- 
though the Gospel Boat theo- 
retically could make 100 miles a 
day downriver in good weather 
there wasn’t much good weather, 
and they traveled short hours. 

They arrived here a few weeks 
ago, in freezing weather, and 
docked. The Rev. Mr. Rivard 
had been concerned about the 
need for additional safety de- 
vices and this seemed like a 
good place to install them. 

“For one thing,” he said, “I’m 
going to paint the top of the 
cabin and hull a bright orange. 
It’s green now, and an airplane 
never could find it.” The state-

It is always a little ridiculous 
to bid the opponents ‘(especially 
vulnerable opponents) up to a 
slam and then retire from the 
arena with no real hope of de- 
feating them. East-West could 
have made at least 10 tricks at. 
clubs, with 100 honors, and if 
North chose the very reasonable 
opening lead of a diamond (in- 
stead of a trump), East could 
easily win t1 tricks, going down 
only 200 points net at® seven 
clubs doubled. 

As it was, South should have 
garnered 1630 points for his 
side by bringing home the heart 
slam—this, despite the 5-0 break 
of the missing diamonds. 

West laid down the king and 
queen of clubs. South ruffed, 
drew West’s three trumps with 
the ace, queen and jack of the 
suit, then blithely laid down the 
jack of diamonds. It was ob- 
vious that South was simply go- 
ing through the motions of col- 
lecting the rest of the tricks and 
the contract, but when West 
failed on the first diamond, 
South gasped and groaned. This, 
however, was no remedy for the 
situation—with the blank king 
of trumps still reposing in 
dummy, defeat was inevitable. 

Inspired defense, with a low 

club opening by West and a dia- 
mond return by East, would 
have been truly distressing to 
the declarer, but in view of the 
actual developments South had 
only himself to blame. If he had 
not gone out of his way to block 
the trump suit he would have 
been able to overcome the dia- 
mond break, which, incidentally, 
was not remarkable in view of 
the hand-pattern East had 
shown. If South had left any 
low trump in dummy he could 
have cashed the spade ace, then 
overtaken that trump and cashed 
the remaining trumps, squeezing 
East to a pulp.
